Important News Expected. 

The trend of the news that came to 
Washington from unofficial sources during 
the afternoon went to support this belief, 
so g#here is some ground for the expectation 
of the officials that important information 
may be expected shortly. \ 

If the queen regent of Spain has Instruct- 
ed Senor Castillo to ask the powers to in- 
tervene for peace that movement has not 
yet taken any form in Washington either 
at the state department nor at any of the 
foreign embaSsies. Among diplomatic offi-, 

, cials it is thought to be quite possible that 
* Spain is feeling her way toward securing 
peace, but it is not believed this will meet 
with fny active assistance from the great 
powers. 

As one leading diplomatic official says 
today, Spain finds herself in the same con- 
ditions of isolation that France was in 
in 1870-71. At that time M. Thiers, after- 
wards president, went from capital to capi- 
tal seeking to secure the co-operation of 
Europe with France, but his mission faiied. 
The mission of Castillo is said to be like 
that of Thiers, and* the dplomatic officials 
believe it will meet wth the same fate. 
It is known that Spain has counted most 
on arousing active interest in France, but 
it has been unsuccessful. The French au- 
thorities here have not heard of any ne- 
gotiations for many weeks past, indicat- 
ing that fhe authorities at Paris have not 
taken up the propositions of Senor Castillo 
for intervention in behalf of peace.

United States Cruiser Charleston Al- 
lowed To Coal.in Her Harbor.

OREGON JOINS THE SQUADRON. 


Big Battleship Gives a Royal Welcome 
by Her Sister Ships. 


On Board the Associated Press Dispatch re 


Boat Dauntless, May 29, via Key West, 
June 2.—The United States battleship Ore- 
gon joined the fleet this morning, finishing 
the most remarkable long-distance cruise 
in the history of modern ironclads. Her 
reception by the fleet was worthy. of her 
achie. ement. 

Coming along at a 15-knot speed she 
swept in a majestic semi-circle through 
the fleet tu a point opposite the flagship, 
solid ranks of white-clad, cheering sailors 
manning the sides of each vessel as she 
passed.

Sampson Wiil Have, Command of the

ARMY EXPECTED TO OO MOST FIGHTING

Admiral Has Been Instructed Not Tas 
Enter the Channel Unless He 
Has Reason To Think It Is 
Required To Support the 
Land Forces. 


Washington, June 2.—The first military 


expedition into Cuba under General Shafter 


will invest Santiago de Cuba and attack 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet early next week. 

Rear Admiral Sampson has concentrated 
a formidable fleet of armor clads, protected 
eruisers and torpedo craft off Santiago 
and has arranged for a strong convoy of 
lighter vessels to accompany the troops, 
so that there will be no escape for Admiral 
Cervera by sea, and operations can be com- 
menced as soon as the military expedition 
has been landed. 


There is a strong probability that the 
army has already left American soil and 


dle 


is fairly on its way to the point of debar- 
kation near Santiago de Cuba. 

Strict orders have been issued by General 
Greely, chief signal officer, to the press cen- 
scrs at Tampa and other southern points 
not to allow any news relative ta the 
embarkation of troops to be telegraphed 
until several days after the men have 
sailed. 

Sampson Takes Command at Santiago. 

Rear. Admiral Sampson arrived off San- 
tiago de Cuba yesterday and in accordance 
with his instructions he’ at once relieveg 
Commodore Schiey in command of the en- 
tire force of vessels operating against San- 
tiago de Cuba and the Spanish fleet, as- 
Signing that officer to the command of a 
division comprising the ships formerly at- 
tached to the fiying’ squad@tfon. 

Fifteen warships are at Admiral Samp- 
son’s disposal to pit against the six men-

clude the first-class _baitieships Iowa, Ore- 
gon and Massachusetts; second-class bat-

Ofleans, Marblehead and Minneapolis, gun- 
boat Nashville, torpedo boat destroyer 
Scorpion, dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, torpe- 
do boat Porter, auxiliary cruiser Harvard 
and Yale and auxiliary gunboat Eagle. 

Naval experts who have heretofore con- 
tended. that Admiral Cervera had a fight- 
ing chance to escape, now concede that his 
posttion is absolutely hopeless. 

Concentration of Such a formidable force 
at Santiago is regarded in some circles as 
naturally presenting important signal ac- 
tion by the Américan fleet. Inquiry, how- 
ever, developed the fact that Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson before he left Key West, 
was notified of the programme adopted by 
the government to-send troops to assist the 
naval vessels in the capture or destruction 
of the fleet, and confident that the army 
will be able to arrive at its destination in 
due season, there is no reason to believe 
that the officials have given Sampson any 
further discretion than wag accorded to 
Commodore Schley. 

By this it is not meant the naval. war 
board has directed Rear Admiral Sampson 
not to bombard the fortifications or enter 
the channel, but he has been advised 
against such action, and knowing the cau- 
tiousness of the man it is not believed he 
will cast this advice aside unless “he has 
reason to bélieve the adoption of another 
course igs preferable. F 

It is frankly admitted by naval officials 
that the object of the collecting of such 
a formidable force off Santiago and of the 
advice given to the naval commanders is 
their desire to prevent any of our ships 
receiving irreparable injury. 

Operations against the Spanish fleet may 
not be expected before the first of next 
week, unless Admiral Cervera should de- 
termine to attempt to run the gauntlet of 
American armorclads. 


Attack on Santiago Planned Days Ago. 


As a matter of fact, ever since the admin-~ 


istration got news that Cervera was bot- 
tled and well corked at Santiago a large 
land and sea expedition to destroy or 
capture his fleet amd occupy Santiago has 
been planning. 

Schley with a sufficient, but not powerful 
squadron, was stationed at Santiago to 
prevent Cervera from escaping or supplies 
from getting in to him, it being known at 
Washington from secret sources that sup- 
plies of coal and provisions were on the 
way to him there. Schiey’s orders were 
substantially these: Not to try to take San- 
tiago or ‘to reduce the fortifications. 

Not to engage Cervera, if he should try 
to escape, until he was clear of assistance 
from the gung of that fort. 

Not to let him escape or let supplies or 
re-enforcements get in to him from the sea. 

Not to let the Spaniards make any re- 
pairs or additions to the fortifications at 
the mouth of.the harbor. —

OVER 300 SHOTS 


Schley's Advance Upon Santiago 
Well Planned and Executed, 


MASSACHUSETTS. LED THE WAY 


American Fleet Did Not Shoot One Hun- 
dred Times in Engagement, 


PHONE OF THE VESSELS WERE DAMAGED 


The Shore Batteries Worked Rapidly, 
but with Very Poor Aim, and 
for a While the Naval Bat- 
tle Raged Quite 
Fiercely. |

Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 2.—For an 
hour Tuesday -afternoon the Massachu- 
setts, Iowa, New Orleans and Vixen of 
Commodore Schley’s squadron exchanged 
shots with the Spanish fleet under Admiral 
Cervera and with the land batteries guard- 
ing the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, behind 
which the Spanish fleet is hiding. The en- 
gagement is the first that has occurred be- 


_tween the two naval forces and was but a 


prelude to serious work im the latter part 
of the week.’ 

No attempt was made by the American 
commander to bring on a general engage- 
ment, it being his desire to locate the bat- 
teries on the hills above the harbor and 
to determine the position of the Spanish 
forts. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock Commodore 
Schley left the Brooklyn for the Massachu- 
setts, on board which battleship lie re- 
mained during the fighting. At 1. o’clock 
the signal to form column was hoisted on 
the Massachusetts and the New Orleahs, 
lowa and Vixen fell in in the order named. 

The Massachusetts steamed slowly. until 
about five miles west of the harbor en- 
trance, when sfie turned in “toward the 
shore and when about 5,000 yards off ¢urn- 
ed east again and'bore down: on the’narbor, 
the New Orleans being close up and the 
Iowa half a mile behind. The flagship grad- 
ually increased her speed and was. soon 
running through the water at the rate of 
ten Knots an hour. She drew closer and 
closer to the b@tteries, and to the anxious 


~ 
watchers on the other ships it seemed that 


she would mever open fire. 
Struck the Cristobal Coion. 

When, howeyer, shé had passed the har- 
bor entrance ¥, KO yards a great cloud 
of white and yellow smoke burst from the 
two 13-inch guns in her after turret and two 
shells rose over the hill, one of them Arik- 
ing the Spanish flagship Cristobal Colon 
full and fair as she lay at her anchorege 
and the other falling close aiongside. The 
two guns on the forward turret were then 
fired and their shells in exploding tiirew up 
great jets of spray close to the Col n. 

All the shore batteries took up the chal- 
lenge and began a rapid fire on the Mas- 
sichusetts, but she was soon beyond their 
range and the batteries thereupon turned 
their guns on the New Orleans. This crui- 
ser had been directed to pay attention to 
the batteries and to draw their fire is 
much as prssible, and she obeyed her in- 
structions to the letter. Her first shot lo- 
cated a large battery on the hill above Mor- 
ro. It flew straight into the fort and r.ust 
have caused much damage, as a great 
cloud of dust and debris rose as the shell 
burst. A couple more shots sent part of 
the walls of Morro flying into the air, end 
then the New Orleans confined herself to 
the batteries, her fire being rapid and ex- 
tremely accurate. Every shot she fired 
made trouble for Spain. 

The Lowa came next, and like che Massa- 
chusetts, devoted her attention to the ships 
lying within the harbor. Her 12-inch shells 
made the water fly all around that part of 
the harbor in which the Cristobal Colon 
lay. The latter, however, was not seriocus- 
ly damaged and kept up her fire umiil lcng 
after the ——— ships steamed cut of 
rorge. 

Little Vixen Sends a Shot. 

After the Iowa came ‘the little Vixen, 
which apparently had no business in a 
fight where battleships were engaged. But 
she scudded along after the Iowa like a 
fox terrier following a mastiff and when 
at the proper point she let fly with her 
one Six-pounder and glided away proudly 
conscious of. having done her best. 

After the Vixen had passed the forts, the 
Massachusetts turned again to the east- 
ward followed by the other ships in the 
same order with the exception of the Vix- 
en, formerly the yacht Josephine, which 
was ordered to keep out of the trouble. 

The iron clads bore down on the harbor 
once more. The flagship kept in until less 
than 4,000 yards from the shore and then 
her shells again began to heave “up the 
waters of Santiago harbor. This. time the 
shore batteries were better served and the 
Spaniards replied to the warship’s fire in 
energetic fashion. But nearly all the shots 
from the batteries fell short. 

Then came the New Orleans once more, 
her Jong black guns doing fearful work 
and tearing up the ground all around the 
batteries in the most savage manner. 


> 


The Spaniards dropped shells clase to the 


lowa as she came by for the second time, 
sending a stream of shells into the harbor 
as she did so. 

* The Spanish ships, with the exception of 
the Cristobal Colon, were behind the hills 
and not in sight, but that did not deter 
them from attempting to shel! the Ameri- 
can ships by firing over the steeple range 
of hills. The result was #hat might have 
been expected. Their fire tore the bosom of 
the Caribbean sea, but it harmed nothing 
else. 

Spaniarjs Continue To Fire. 

After the Massachusetts had passed. the 
point where she could fire into the harbor 
she turrfed to the open sea, the other ves- 
sels following her. That fight was over as 
far as the Americans Were concerned. 
Spanish honor, however, demanded that 
some further destruction of gunpowder be 
made and the Spanish boomed and the bat- 
teries roared long after the American ves- 
sels were entirely out of range. 

The affair soon became  ludicrcus, as 
nearly all of the Spanish shells fell from 
two to three miles from the vessels at 
which they were aimed. Worse gunnery 
was never seen. One lusty man with a 
basket of brickbats would be capable of 
as much destruction as the Spaniards 
seemed capable of creating. Not an Ameri- 
can vessel was struck and not a sailor 
injured, although fully 300 shots were fired 
by the Spaniards, the Americans not firing 
over one-fourth that number in return. 

It is likely that the latter part of the 
week will see more serious work. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is coming 
down and an attempt will be made by her 
to explode the triple row of mines extent- 
ing 
out of the way Commodore Schley will sail 
into the harbor for a death grapple with 
the fleets and batteries.

It is understood to be the intention of 
the president to place a military governor 
in gach province in Cuba who will be sub- 
ordinate to a governor genera! of the island. 

It is possible the president may ask aid 
from congress in establishing a stable form 
of government in Cuba, but that be-ng a 
matter of detail, has not been decided 
upon. 

As soon as the attempt is made to estab- 
lish a government in Cuba a corps of engi- 
neers will be put to work to construct ,-ail- 
ways, telegraph lines, telephones, to sur- 
vey for waterworks for cities or place in 
order those which now exist and to institute 
a complete modern system. of sewerage in 
Havana and other large cit'es.

Mr.. Butler,. of North Carolina, had the 
floor for.three hours and a half this after- 
noon. Within fifteen minutes after he be- 
gan to speak he brought on a general po- 
litical engagement which lasted for more 
than an hour. 

Mr. Butler made a characteristic attack 
upon the republican party, during the 
course of which he arraigned what he sa:d 
was the determination of the majority of 
the senate to incorporate in the bill a pro- 
vision for the issue of bonds. He made 
serious reflections upon the senate 
itself, charging that its majority had been 
unduly influenced “‘upon the question of 
bonds.’’

DECLARES AMERICA WILL WIN 


English Writer Declares That the In- 
vasion Will Be Complete. 


SAYS CUBA’ AND PORTO RICO ARE LOST 


Asserts That the Philippines May Be 
Saved if the War Is Now Ended, 
but Delay Means Loss. 


Washington, June 2.—Mr. Henry Norman, 
editor of The London, Daily Chronicle, to- 
night cabled his paper as follows: 


“The navy department is still. without 
news of the alleged fight at Santiago, al- 
though the papers continue to supply fresh 
details, The probability ts that Commodore 
Schley took active measures either to‘stop 
the Spaniards erecting earthworks or be- 
cause.a Spanish ship showed herself, but 
the affair has been grossly. exaggerated. 
Whether the troops have sailed from Tam- 
pa is equally uncertain, it being asserted 
and denied here with equal confidence. 

All these details, however, are in reali- 
ty unimportant, The main outlines of the 
Situation are perfectly ¢lear and are not 
likely to change. ‘When Admiral Cervera’s 
whereabouts were definitely settled a few 
days ago, a forward movement was order- 
ed instantly and General Miles left for 
the front Tuesday night. If the trans- 
ports are not already gone their departure 
cannot be delayed much longer. Admiral 
Sampson, with two squadrons under him, 
has an overwhelming force at Santiago. 
Through the indiscretion of a member of 
the house of representatives the whole 
world Knows that 15,000 to 20,000 men are the 
force to be immediately dispatched. Porto 
Rico will be occupied, while a combined 
land and sea attack will reduce Santiago. 
Admiral Cervera’s fate is sealed with ab- 
solute certainty. Marshal] Blanco will be left 
for another two months to stew in his own 
juice. The first transports are due at 
Honolulu day. The capture of Manila 
is a mere matter of time. 

‘Under these circumstances it is incom- 
prehensible that Spain does not make peace 
overtures. By no conceivable chance short 
of a cyclone sending the whole American 
nayy to the bottom of the sea, can her 
chances be improved, while every day a 
bigger bill is piling up against her. She 
must lose Cuba and Porto Rico, but it is 
within the bounds of possibilty that she 
might ultimately regain the Philippines by 
a prompt capitulation, And I fancy that no- 
body is more surprised at hep inability or 
refusal to recognize the inevitable than 
President McKinley himself. If she pro- 
crastinates much longer she may bid fare- 
well to the Philippines also. but this is 
only the respect in which an immediate, 
cessation or the indefinite prolongation of 
the war will ake any difference.e a Py 

‘The above iS not a personal gondition; 
it is a series of facts well known to every 
informed person here. It is not only the 
truth, but the whole truth and nothing 
will occur to alter it.’’

Shells from the Massachusetts Hit the 
Cristobal Colon. 


ENGAGEMENT NOT GENERAL 


American Commander Was Not Seek- 
ing a Battle with Spaniards. 


HE WAS FEELING THE LAND BATTERIES

Work at Santiago Was Quite Lively 
for a Time and Accomplished 
What Was Designed. 


Off Port Antonio, June 2.—The squadron 
commanded by Commodore Schley attack- 
ed the batteries at Santiago de Cuba Tues- 
day ahd also engaged the ships of Admiral 
Cervera which were lying in the harbor. 


The Spanish flagship. Cristobal Colon. was 
struck twice by shells fired from the Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Spanish batteries were 
badly damaged by the fire of the United 
States cruiser New Orleens:, 

The Spaniards fired about 300 shots and 
a Americans about one-fourth that num- 
er. 

No American vessel was hit and no one 
on board the American ships was injured. 
NO attempt was made by the American 
commander to bring on a general engage- 
ment, it heing his desire to locate the bat- 
teries on the hills above the harbor and to 
determine--the position of ‘the Spanish 
forts. . 


How Schley Found the Ships. , 

Four weeks after the victory of Rear Aa- 
tairal Dewey at Manila, Commodore Schley, 
in command of the flying squadron, had his 
shrewdness and pertinacity rewarded by 
finding the Spanish fleet in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba. For ten days he had, in 
the face of conflicting rumors. and some 
cases of alleged verifications, insisted that 
the ships of Spain were trying to make a 
landing on the southern coast of Cuba. 
This was evidently not given much public 
weight. In fact, it is believed that some 
days before he proved the corréctness of 
his diagnosis of the Situation. hé was or- 
dered to return to Key West. Hawever, 
new facts gathered by him in the meantime 
gave him still more grounds for belief as 
to Kis proximity to the Spaniards. 

‘The captain of the British steamer Adula, 
who was interviewed at Cienfuegos, told 


| of seeing the Spanish fleet in the vicinity 


of Santiago de Cuba, evidently. awaiting 
#1} Opportunity to get in. 

Captain Sigsbee, of the St. Paul, related 
how he had captured a Spanish cea} veesel 
going into the harbor of Santiage de Cuba, 
and Commodore Schley argued from these 
two incidents that the fleet was within 
some haven near Santiago de guba until 
such time as a visit fruitless in its results 
should be made by the Americans, when 
upon their. departure, the Spanish ficet 
Would run into the harbor. 

“Commodore Schley determined to make 
the visit and on Friday night he ran with- 
in six miles of the harbor. ‘The St. Paul 
was then detached and sent back to keep 
out of sight, with instructions to be ready, 
at a 20-knot clip, ta bring news to the com- 
modore at any moment. ; 

From the American ghips, the Spanish 
batteries were-in plain view; but, no doubt 
under preconceried arrangement, they 
tnade no attempt to fire, and the flying 
squadron, after circling . slowly around, 
slowly steamed in the direction of Key 
West, as its coal was becoming short. 
There was a collier with the squadron, 
but there twas no efriendly fharbdor with 
smnooth water and there was serious danger 
of smashing the collier if an attempt was 
made to coal the heavy battleships at sea. 

Resourceful and daring, Commodore 
Schley showed forth, however, and at dark, 
with an original rigging to protect the ship, 
the Texas and Marbichead began to coal. 
They worked al! night and at daybreak 
had filled their bunkers, 

$y moon on Saturday the converted yacht 
Vixen had also coaled and at 1 o’clock, not 
having heard from the St. Paul, the Amer- 
‘can warships moved again taward Santiago 
de Cuba, 

First standing off the coast about fiftecn 
miles, the squadron afterwards circled in 
front of Morro Castle, but not close enough 
in to get a view of the inside of the har- 
bor, guarding carefully against the possi- 
bilities of a torpedo boat attack. 

At night the.squadron lay off a point of 
land. and in the morning, Sunday, the St. 
Paul came along, but did not report any 
knowledge of the Spanish @leet’s where- 


abouts. 
Determined Not To Be Downed. 

Consequently Commodore Schley deter- 
mined to find it himself, and with the flag- 
ship in the lead, he started toward the har- 
bor. The Spanish troops at the earthworks 
and batteries could be seen, through glass~- 
es, preparing in haste to give the America 
ships as warm a reception as possible. 

When about five miles from the batteries 
the lookouts reported the masts of two 
ships, and Flag Lieutenant Sears and En- 
sign McCauley made out the first one toa 
be the Cristobal Colon. Two torpedo boats 
were also made out and a second Yessel 
of the Vizcaya class was seen, 

At this time Commodore Schley was upon 
the after bridge of the Brooklyn tnaking 
good use of his binoculars. Arriving at the 
harbor entrance, when the ships were sight- 
ed from the deck, he turned his eyes from 
the glasses long enough to wink and say: 

“T told you I would find them out, They 
will be a long time getting home.”’ 

The order to man the port batteries had 
been given and the men stripped to the 
waist in a temperature considerably over 
100 degrees, awaiting with impatience the 


word to fire. ; 
But the commodore decided not to waste 


ammunition oh the, batteries at that time 
and the men were disappointed. For the 
time being, however, there was much quiet 
jubilation among the men over the prospect 
of a fight. Commodore Schley showed his 
evenness of temperarneni by oréd*ring the 
Massachusetfs to take ceal from the collier 
within view of the forts and warships of 
Spain. 

On the Texans Captain Jark Philips went 

through with the day’s routine, including 
church services, at which the men, with a 
refreshing directness of suggestion, sang 
“Pyll for the Shore.” As it was verfectly 
evident from the position of the Spanish 
warships on Sundav. morning that fhey 
had either just entered the harbor, having | 
learned of the final departure of the Amer- 
ican squadron or had been in hiding up the 
bay, which is about nine miles long, and 
had run down to get out eary Sunday 
morning. In any case it ®was excellent 
proof of the perfection of Commodore 
Schiby’s tact’ca, and showed that after 
Weeks of weary following of clews furnish- 
ed by the strategy boards, in seven days 
he had succeeded. im bottling up the Spanish 
fleet in one of its own harbors. 
" tesa than two diya hetore two, suppozed-

The latest information in possession of 
the government shows that at the narrow- 
est pomt of the entrance near Morro castle 


there are three lines of electrically worked 


Besides this, there are 
two sets of new batteries just opposite the 
Morro castle, forming, with the latter, a 
dangerous cross-fire. Just inside this are 
twq batteries om the east shore, Estrelja 
and Catalina. Cayo Smith, about half a 
mile up he bay and about in the center, 
where the narrow entramce widens out, 
has batteries of modern guns, as has aiso 
Blanco battery, near the pity of Santiago 
itself. 

About two miles west of Morro, in shore, 
is the Cass battery and there are also sup- 
posed to be some mines near Cavo Smith. 

The armament of the various batteries 
is supposed to: be as follows, not includ- 
ing the new earthworks, behind which there 
are modern suns: 

Morro—Four modern guns and ten 18 and 
24 pounders. 

Tllaneo batterv—Nine smecoth bore, 18 and 
24 pounders of little account, and two small 
mortars. 

The Estrella battery—Ten 
guns. 

Cayo Smith—Several modem guns. 

The forts are mainly of brick and stone, 
constructed a century ago, although there 
are evidences of new earthworks being 
thrown up. 

The only view into the harbor. at any 
distance is from the southwest, and as 
the ‘flagship passed along Lieutenant Sears 
noted that the Spanish cruiser Reina Mer- 
cedesy which had been partly dismantled, 
lay in the harbor, perhaps 1,500 yards inside 
of Morro castle.

CENTRAL AMERICAN CONGRESS. 
Zelaya Is Withdrawing His Troops 
from Costa Rica Frontier. 

Managua, Nicaragtua, May 28.—The dele- 
gates appointed by each state in Central 
Amefica will convene at Manegua next 
month to form a constitution for a federal 
union or a more “perfect union of these 
states. Some of the members are now at 
Managua making the recessary arrang®- 
ments for the meeting of the convention. 

President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, is with- 
drawing his army from thet’ frontier of 
Costa Rica, and is about to convene Nica- 
Tagua’s congress to confirm an appointee 
to be the arbitrator from Nicaragua to 
meet similarly appointed arbitrators, one 
each from Costa Rico and Guatamala, and 
to settle all questions at issue between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua. 

The financial condition céntinues very 
bad, only paper money being in cireulaticn. 
Coffee is very low in pre and the imports 
of merchandise very small. 

Military law continves in foree. Several 
persons who have been confined in the pen- 
itentiary on suspicion of being unfavorable 
to the present goverment of Nicaragua 
have been released without trial. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 


Conference Is Openei by Dr. Potter and 
Many Addresses Are Made. 

Lake Mohonk, N. Y., June 2.—Rev. Dr. E. 
N. Potter made the opening address at to- 
day’s session of the international arbitra- 
tion conference. He declared that this is 
an especially good year for the promo- 
tion of arbitration when this nation is in 
the midst of war with its refined and dead- 
ly methods, Dr. Potter eulogited the unity 
of the country, which, he said, was never 
so perfect since the civil war as now. 

At tonight's session the topic was “Ar- 
bitration with England.” 

Mr. Everett P. Wheeler pleaded for the 
common interest of all nations and espe- 
cially for the common interest of all Anglo- 
Saxon peoples. He said:

COMPLAINT OF THE FRUIT MEN. 


Resolutions Against Granting Exclu- 
sive Privilege for Refrigeration. 
Macon, Ga.,. June 2.—(Special.)—At a meet- 
ing of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ Associ- 
ation held in Macon last Tuesday, Messrs. 
John D. Cunningham, John MM. Stubbs and 
John H. Mott were appointed a committee 
on refrigeration. The committee met in 
Macon this afternoon and promulgated the’ 


following imteresting dec‘taration: 

“We, the committee on refrigeration, 
empowered with plenhary powers py tne 
Geurgia Ikruic Growers’ Union, Go hereby 
deviare tnat, 

“Whereas, The Central Railroad of Geor- 
gia has by comract given tne exclusive 
privilege tor retrigeraiing tne snipments 
vf fruk over its line td Oue private refrig- 
erator car coInpany; and, 

“Whereas, ‘Ine pubiisned refrigeration 
rates of sald priv2te company ere exorbi- 
tant, being, as they are, much higher than 
the net rates paid in former years by the 
Gcorgia association or certain privileged in- 
dividual shippers, towit, $10 per car nigher 
to the Vhio river and New York and Chica- 
wo points, and $15 per car higher to more 
distant points, notwithstanding the fact 
that the fruit crop the years when the 
above rates were in effect amounted to 
but a fraction as compared'to the present 
crop, and therefore, on that account alone, 
we should receive a lower rate for refrig- 
eration that that heretofore in effect; there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved 1. That in behalf of the Fruit 
Growers’ Union, as well as in behalf of 
the fruit interest of the state, we hereby 
declare that we will not submit to being 
forced to pay any rate for refrigerating this 
fruit crop higher than that paid in former 
yeors, simmly on eccount of tne exciting 
combination between the Central raflroad 
and said private refrigerator car company. 

‘‘Resolwed 2. That we will not submit to 
or countenance any attempt on the part of 
any railroad company to deprive the “tes 
growers of their legal rights to route the 
shipments over any railway line or lines 
that will, in the’r judgment, render them 
the best service. ; 

“Resolved 3. We view with astonishment 
and regret the apparent eoestion upon 
the part of some of the railroa&s of Geor- 
gia to handle our present magnificent fruit 
crop in such an arbitrary manner as ‘0 
prevent and defeat all competition im the 
transportation and refrigeration of 
shipments, thereby necessarily causing 
siower time in tramsportation, poorer ser- 
viee and higher rates, all of which if “per- 
sisted in will result Gisastrous!y to the 
great fruit interests of the state.

Militia Establishments of the States. 
The experience of the past few months 
has demonstratedgin all the states that 
our national guafd system is, in some 
important respects, a conspicuous failure. 
It is somewhat gratifying, of course, to’ 
know that the militia system of Georgia 
is not by itseif with respect to efficiency. 
In all the state large numbers of mem- 
bers of the militia, or national guara, 
have proved to be unfit for service, and 
their names are stricken from the rolls. 
When the civil-war began there was 
no fuss and feathers employed in the en- 
listment of the volunteers. Disability 
that was not apparent to the eye counted : 
for nothing; but experience did not prove 
that the southern army was worse off 
on that account." Tens of thousands of 
men who would be rejected today, un- 
der the vigorous system of physical ex- 
amination that has been 'set up, went 
through the wat, and came out sound 
and healthy men. The weaklings grew 


Was on their side. The trials of army 
life proved to be beneficial to the great 
majority of those who went to the front 
in spite of their disabilities. and made 
of them as good soldiers as any. 

The tests that are now applied to the 
volunteers are those that prevail in the 

nlistment of fhen for the regular army. 
They are far more rigorous than would 
be necessary if we were engaged in war 
with a first-class power—England -for 
example. : . 

Such as the tests are, however, we 
shall have to accept them, and since they 
are what they are, it is necessary that 
the state militia should be brought up to 
the standard demanded. The state ot 
Georgia cannot afford to spend between 
twenty and twenty-five thousand 
dollars a year on aie militia es- 
tablishment that is practically compelled 
to disband whenever tt is called on for 
actual service. We say disband advised- 
ly, for there is no other word that so 

ly describes the condition of a com- 
pany or aregiment when a large part of 
its rank and file is found to be unfit. for 
service, or, at least, fail to come up to 
the standard established for the army. 

The matter is a subject for neither 
criticism nor complaint. It was inevit- 
able that the system should show some 
defects, and the fact that these defects 
are of a very important character wili 
give the state a lesson that it cannot 
afford to forget. It is said that exreri- 
ence is a dear school, but In this case it 
is invaluable. We cannot afford to be 
without a militia establishment; at the 
same time it will be a piece of unpar- 
donable extravagance if we do not bring 
that establishment up to the highest 
standard of availability. 

It was generally supposed, and The 
Constitution shared in the belief, that 
our national guard, or militia establish- 
ment, was ready for any reasonable 
emergency that might arise: that in 
every state there was an available force 
of militia ready to take the field at a 
moment’s notice. It was a stupendous 
delusion. It was true only so far as the 
spirit of the men was concerned. They 
were, indeed, ready to take the field 
whether they were equipped or nat. 

In Pennsylvania, the eall found the 
national guard ready and anxious to take 
the field. By companies, regiments and 
brigades, the response to the governor’s 
call was as prompt as heart could de- 
sire. The Constitution commented on 
this promptness at the time, and made 
a somewhat invidious comparison with 
the state of things in Georgia. But“when 
the test came—when the national guard 
of Pennsylvania was tried by the stand- 
ards that have been applied by the go 
ernment in all the states, it was found 
to be as woefully lacking in the elements 
of efficiency as the militia of Georgia, 
or of any other state. 

The truth of the whole matter is that 
in not a state in the union has a single 
company of militia been found ip a con- 
dition to take the field in a body, Not 
a single company but suffered a serioys 
decimation when the medical exanriners 
And, in addition 
to this, the discovery was made that 
neither the state nor national govern- 
ments, nor both together had made any 
sort of provision for quartermasters, 
commissary, ordnance or medical stores. 

In short, the national guard, including 
the militia establishments, were no more 
prepared to take the field as the result 
of an emergency call than if no such 
establishment ‘had been in existence. It 
existed only in name, and now tiat this 
fact has been made clearly manifest by 
the sudden exposure of unpreparedness, 
congress and the legislatures of the 
states should take prompt measures to 
remedy the defect. 

Yet the militia establishments of the 
states have not been wholly without 
good results. Though the companies 
were not prepared to take the-field in a 
body, they have given to the servite 
many well-drilled and efficient .men, and 
have contributed to the volunteer army 
some very fine cfficers. “o this extent 
the national guard has not been without 
its useful) results. 

But our. recent experience points the 
way to a radical reform which should be 
brought about by a prompt and hearty 
co-operation between the national and 
state governments.

THE SPANISH COLONEL 
AND HIS GRIEVANCE 


“Pig dogs"” ; 

This was, Colonel Cortijo’s emphatic 
greeting when he came here a few weeks 
ago. 

“Pig dogs!’ 

This was bis farewell when he left here 
to be exchanged. 

According to advices from Havana: he is 
making loud complaints about his ireat- 
ment while he was a prisoner at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

Atiantians did not see much of the Span- 
ish colonel under the strict rules of the 
fort, but they heard a good deal about his 
haught}? ways and his defiant manner. 

He claimed that his official rank entitled 
him tg more privileges than were granted 
to his common soldiers who were iocked up 
with him. 


It is not known exactly what the colonel 
expected and desired, but it is understood 
that he wanted to walk about the grounds 
at the fort and visit the city when it sufted 
his pleacure. 

Of course his presence in some‘ quiet 
quarters of town would have caused a 
panic~among certain classes who have held 
all Spaniards in holy horror since the 
Maine affair, but Cortijo knew nothing of 
this feeling. In fact, he was finder the im- 
pression that his distinguished appearance 
would excite general admiration, and he 
wanted to pose as the observed of all ob- 
servers. 

It was really an act of kindness on the 
part ofthe authorities to keep him se- 
cluded. If he haa walked oir streets he 
would doubtless have seen and heard some 
very unpleasant demonstrations. 


The incident brings up a very interesting 
question regarding the-treatment of officers 
who are prisoners of war at a point hun- 
dreds of miles from the scene of hostilities. 

Customs differ and in some localities pris- 
oners are allowed considerable freedom, 
while in others they are made to feel their 
utter helplessness while in the hands of the 
enemy, 

During our civil war there were thous- 
ands of federal prisoners at various times 
{n Atlanta. 

Among these unfortunates there were 
many officers and some of them had no 
reason to complain of any undue severity 
from their guards. 

When Genera! Prentiss was brought here 
he’ was lodged and guarded with some 
members of his staff in a hall on Peachtree 
Street near the railroad crossing. 

Every day the general and two or three 
of his officers, attended by a single guard, 
walked down Whitehall. The prisoners 
visited the stores, made purchases and 
chatted pleasantly with the proprietors and 
clerks, 

Thousands of citizens and confederate 
soldiers met them, but nobody thought of 
offering them an insult. They were -pris- 
oners, and that was enough. 

A southern lady sent the general a Bible 
to read and he received other little atten- 
tions. 


I never saw a federal naval officer until 
one was brought here in 1862 from the 
coast, where he had been picked up while 
he was on a frolic away from his ship. 


He was a handsomely uniformed little 


chap, withga pleasant face, and he was 
guarded inj a comfortabie downtown room 
over a store. 

Like |General Prentiss, he was on the 
streets with a guard every day and I fre- 
quently saw him making purchases at the 
book stores. 

He was such a little scrap of a man that 
when his tall guard looked arpund for him 
he was hard to find. It was an amusing 
spectacle to see the big soldier pause on a 
corner and look first on one,.side and then 
on the other for his prisoner, and then 
wake up fo the fact that he had been close 
by his si@e all the time. 

Dr. Haupt, a federal surgeon, was also 
a prisoner here. With his guard he roamed 
the streets, visiting the drug stores and 
doctors’ offices. He was comfortably lodg- 
ed, made many pleasant acquaint@nees and 
money was frequently gent to him by citi- 
zens who had met him. 

The idea was that re belonged 
to a noble profession whose mission 
was to save life, instead of destroying it, 
and nobody felt wnkindly toward the sur- 
geon who wore the blue. 

There was another memorable case. Cap- 
tain Johnson, of lowa, was a wounded 
prisoner in a hospital here. The surgeons 
saw that he would be a héipleas cripple for 
life and they sympathized with him. 

Our tender-hearted women treated him 
like one of their own soldiers and wrote 
letters for him to his western heme. There 
was so much interest in his case that his 
mother was permitted to come through the 
lines. She rented a cottage and took him 
there, where she could nurse him. 

Our physcians were hig constant visitors, 
and just before Atlanta fell he gave Dr. 
D’Alvigney a letter intended to benefit him 
if he should ever fall into the hands of the 
federals. 

After Sherman entered the city the cap- 
tain was removed to his - home in lowa and 
I accidentally learned that he was living 
twenty-five years after that time, but dur- 
ing all those years he had never ieft his 
bed. His devoted mother had been spared, 
and at a very advanced age, was still his 
nurse and protector. 

That was in 1889. It is possible that the 
captain js still living.

These stories are all the more remarka- 
ble when the fact Is remembered that they 
are a part of the history of the greatest 
civil war of modern times. 

The two sections were them at white heat 
and the opposing sides hated each other 
with.a bitterness and a flerceness unknown 
in ordinary conflicts between two separate 
nations, 

Yet, even under such conditions, 
ers of war were recoegmized as officers and 
gentlemen and fared very well here, in 
many’ instances, and it is evident from 
these incidents that they were more foriu- 
nate than our Spanish prisoners who, if all 
reports be true, had to give up'their money 
to their captors for safe keeping. The fed- 
eral officers mentioned here not only kept 
their money, but were allewed to go out 
shopping when they pleased—under guard, 
of course.

Sometimes the federals treated 
confederate officers with great considera- 
tion. 

The late General Isaac W. Avery 
rode by mistake into a fede ral 
Mississippi and was forced to surrender. 

The commander of the camp talked with 
the prisoner and asked him many auestions. 

“You are evidently a gentleman,” eaid the 
federal, ‘and | am going to trust you. I 
have a friend, a captain mn my regiment, 
now held in a confederate prison in Georgi2. 
I will send you there on parole. Get the 
captain exchanged for yourself if you can. 
If you fail inside of twenty days 1 depend 
upon you as @ man of honor to reiurn 
here and give yourself up.”

Almost a gemeration tater a young man 
met General Avery in a Washington hotel, 
and after introducing himself thanked him 
for having secured the exchange of his 
father, the captain who had been in the 
prison near Maco. 

“Tt saved my father’s life,” said the 
young man, “and in his family prayers as 
long as he lived he always invoked the 
blessing of God upon his gallant confed- 
erate friend, Isaac W. Avery. of Georgia.”’ 

When Generali Avery related this to me 
I thought that I saw just. the himt of a 
tear. in his eye and detected a tremor’ in 
his voice. 

If Colonel Cortijo ever gets hold of these 
reminiscences he will doubtless say some- 
thing in his choice Spanish about his ‘pig- 
dog” guards and express his regret that 
wwe have departed so far from our old cus- 
toms.

It seems more than probable that the 
matter will be taken to the legislature in 
preference to the supreme court on account 
of the fact that the former method would 
not require such a great length of time. 
In speaking of the matter last night, 
Mayor Collier said: . 

“Until I -confer with Judge Andérson I 
cannot tell just what steps the city will 
take in the matter. The case could be 
taken to the supreme court, or a bill” 
secured from the legislature. The latter.. 
will probably require less time, and since 
the circuit court and court of appeals-have 
decided that under the present construction 
of the law the city cannot require the 
street -railways to furnish transfers, it 
would seem that to have.a bill enacted con- 
fcrring the proper power on the city would 
be the easiest way.

Every day the number of patients at the 
hospital grows larger. The men are brought 
here from Chickemauga and Tampa. The 
entire ‘barracks at the post will soon be 
utilized by the hoepital. The post hospital 
is already more than full and the men’s 
qvarters are now befhe used. The quarters 
are well adapted for hospital purposes, as 
they are light and airy, and are already 
well furnished with beds. Accommodations 
for 2,000 sick soldiers will be provided at 
Fort McPherson. 

Many Thousand Troops Go Through. 

Eight regiments of more than a thou- 
fard men each have passed through At- 
lanta to Tampa during the last thirty-six 
hours. The men have gone through by the 
theusands, yet Atlanta-has not known of 
the passing hordes: of volunteers. A month 
ago half tne city’s population crowded 
ground a coach filled with curlosity and ex- 
citement that troops should be sent through 
this city. NowW large armies are passing 
by unnoticed while the city is sleeping. 


But if the people do not realize the mag-— 


nitude of the movement through its boun- 
@aries, it is still the largest single move- 
ment ever made through this state. Within 
@ week it is expected that #,000 men will 
have passed through to the seat of war. , 

Last night twenty-five train loads passed 
through. They came in over the Southern 
and the Western and Atlantic. The move- 
ment began as on the night before, with a 
long train carrying the wagon equipment 


of the. regiments. The troops. followed in. 


trains which came at intervals of thirty 
minutes. The troops were swiittched to the 
Southern and Central.traeks to Tampa at 
Mitchell street and were not brought into 
the city. None except) the officers came up 
town. Many of the officers came up to the 
- Festaurants to get their meals, but the 
privates ate their ‘rations 
SkOps and yards of the roads. 

The volunteers were unlike the regular 
troops who passed through at night. The 
regulars were in nearly every case sleep- 
ing, but the volunteers were a highly hila- 
rious lot of men and were shouting and 
singing when the trains rolled in. Their 
only welcomers were a few railroad opera- 
tives and a curfous crowd of night loafers. 
Other troops are expected to follow from 
Chickamauga tonight. 


WILL RAISE GEORGIA’S QUOTA. 


Colonels Have Been Directed Fo Send 
Lieutenants Home—Will Come 
Here To Recruit. 

Within a few days the patriots of Atlan- 
ta will be given an opportunity to join those 
who have already gone to the front. The 
lieutenants from the different companies 
of the two Georgia regiments wiil leave 
their commands this week and go to dif- 
ferent parts of the state to secure recruits 
to fill out the companies to their full war 

standard. 

The state of Georgia will not have to 
bear the expense of raising the recruits 
as was the case when the first were or- 
ganized. Governor Atkinson’s plan has 
faved the state all expense. The original 
plan of the war department was to have 
the recruits raised as they were raised 
before, but Governor Atkinson suggested 
that as the regiments to be recruited were 
already in the service of the United States 
they should be filled up by the govern- 
ment. This suggestion carried and his fur- 
ther plan that one lieutenant from each 
company. be sent to raise the men was 
promptly put into operyation. 

Colonel Lawton an -Olonel Brown have 
been. notified to appoint one Tieutenant 
from each of their companics and to send 
them to the places where the companies 
were raised. These lieutenants will have 
all the, authority of musté@r officers and 
will have the power to select their own 
medica] examiners. In Georgia every man 
Was examined before being sent to the 
field and none had to be sent.home for 
physical disability. 

Georgia will have to raise 7$4 men under 
the. new call. This will mean 60 men for 
the twenty-four infantry companies and 1 
for the two batteries. The batteries had a 
sufficient number of volunteers at first to 
make them on a war footing, but they 
were no: permitted to have so many men 
then and the officers were compelled to 
gend a large number home.

The tabernacle has been beautifully dec- 
orated with the flags of the confederacy 
and other emblems of the lost cause.

* New York, June 2.—The most interesting 
feature of the dry goods market was the 
weakening prices of staples, The reductions 
in blacks and whites and on grays have 
begun by generally lower prices in other 
lines of the same grade. These features, 
together with the continued strength in 
printh cloths, comprise the interesfing points 
in a slow market which drags along from 
day to day without developments of a 
startling nature. Jobbers are redoubling 
efforts to clean up stocks, and the bargain 
hunter is having a fairly successful sea- 
son. Buyers are not numerous or venture- 
some. In staple cottons ther® is no change 
in the position of brown goods. Market 
very quiet for both domestic and export 
goods. Print cloths continue firm. Prints 
are generally weak and unsafisfactory.

THE WEATHER 


Weather Bureau Office. Atlanta, Ga., 8 
p. m.. June 2, 188.—The barometer is rela- 
tively high from the lake region southward 
tu the east gulf and south Atlantic cvasts, 
but it continues below the normal except 
over the upper lake region, where it is 
slightly. above, the highest reading’ being 
at Detroit. The pressure is low from Texas 
northward to Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
the lowest being at Huron, S. D. Fair 
weather prevailed quite generally during 
the day, the only exception being in the 
gulf states, where light showers occurred 
accompanied by thunderstorms. The rain 
area extended from central Texas eastward 
to central Georgia, and the thunderstorm 
area from Mississippi northeastward to 
North Carolina. An area of cloudiness 
covers the extreme northwest and also the 
southern portion of the gulf states, but 
elsewhere the weather is clear. 

The temperature has fallen in‘the lake 
region, the extreme northwest and over a 
small area in the gulf states, but elsewhere 
it is somewhat warmer, the greatest rise 
being 18 degrees in Huron, S. D., and the 
greatest fall 16 degrees at Chicago. It is 
unusually warm in the interior portions 
of the country to the east of the Rocky 
mountains, from South Dakota and Min- 
nesota southward to central Texas and 
thence eastward to the interior of North 
Carolina. It is comparatively cool over the 
lakes, the lowest temperature reported be- 
ing 60 degrees at Chicago. The highest is 
88 degrees at Huron, S. D., and Abilene, 
Tex.

This sum is over and above the usual 
amount to be divided among the depart- 
ments and there is much “interest felt in 
what will become of it. 

It seems likely that the greater por- 
tion of this. money will go to the water 
department and for ‘streets and sewers, 
since the needs of these departments seem 
to be greater.and more clearly defined 
than of some of the other departments. 
It may be that even after the needs of 
these three departments are attended to 
a sum will be left to be divided among the 
others. 

There will doubtless be a fight for an 
increased appropriation for the schools. 
There is a strong sentiment in favor of 
restoring the salaries of the teachers to 
their original figure and this will be looked 
to by those interested in the matter.

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HE board of education held a short 
session yesterday afternoon and all 
the members were present except 
Mayor Collier. It may have been on ac- 
count of his absence, together with the 
fact that another meeting of the board will 
be held Saturday afternoon, that the mem- 
bers decided to enact no measures. 

The pay roll was voted upon and the 
usual 7% per cent cut was again applied. 
This cut has continued all during the year.

“Resolved, That, in the’ opinion of this 
board, French should be dropped from the 
course of study for the Girls’ High school 
and German substituted therefor.’’ 

“Resolved, That the study of Spanish 
should be taught in the Boys’ High school, 
the choice between Greek and Spanish to 
be left with each pupil. 

‘‘Resalved, That the committee on schools 
and teachers be instructed to shape the 
course of study according to the above.’ 

The resoiutions, according to the rule of 
the board, will lay on the table one month 
before action is taken. They will be con- 
sidered at the meeting to be held on’the 
first Tuesday in July. Mr. W. B. Miles 
presented a petition from County School 
Commissioner R. J. Guinn, asking that he 
be allowed the use of the Boys’ High 
school building for the purpose of holding 
examinations of applicants for teachers’ 
positians in the county system.

The chief of police did not like the idea of 
being quizzed about the matter under in- 
vestigation unless he was summoned, along 
with his three captains, as witnesses, and 
he so told the grand jurors. 

The truth of the matter is the chief of 
police and the ihree captains are extremely 
anxious to tell w lot they know which con- 
cerns oth*rs, as well as the women who 
run the «< sorderly houses. They think the 
investigu ..0on should be most thoroygh and 
if the grand jury is to indict it should carry 
out the whole and ful! law on the subject.
